Piainn a eanive of Ohio and having spent 
eight years on a farm in that state, I have had 
ample opportunity for acquainting myself with 
the methods of farming in that section ; while 
a residence of six years in southwest Georgia, 
the richest agricultural section of our state, 
‘fnas familiarized me with the methods pursued 
by our farmers. 

"In writing these articles I have a double 
purpose in view—to show our farmers, if 1 
can, how they may improve their methods and 
inerease their profits, and to call the attention 
of northern farmers to the many advantages 
possessed by Georgia in soil and climate, and 
to show them that even with our poor methods 
* farming in Georgia, as an investment, is more 
profitable than in the most highly cultivated 
fields of the north. Being more familiar with 
its soft, climate and methods of farming, my 
coniparisons, so far as Georgia is concerned, 
will be drawn from southwest Georgia, and 
Sumter county in particular. 

About the first question which an Ohio 
farmer asks when he gets into Georgia is: 

‘Can you raise grass ?”? 

And the almost invariable answer by the 
Georgia farmer is ‘‘No.”’ 

Standing in the midst of a cotton-field, 

here it was a debatable question as to which 

as the highest, the grass or the cotton, with 
the chances a little in favor of the grass, both 
the question and the answer are ludicrous. 
And yet the question and the answer are both 
natural. 

The Ohio farmer has been accustomed to 
the meadows of his state, wherein clover and 
timothy are carefully cultivated for hay and 
pasturage. 

The absence of these grass fields in Georgia 


ted the virgin soil 
cropping, shallow cultivation an 
return anything to the soil (as © | 
necessary to do something to restore the fer- 
tility of the land or abandon 
occupation. Many _ fields had been 
turned out as unprofitable for cultivation. 
These fields grew up in grass and weeds, and 
as the country settled up they were taken in 
and found to have in a large degree recovered 
their fertility. This naturally suggested the 
idea of grassing tands, but as the grass grew 
thinly anc slowly upon the land when turned 
out, an effort was made to stimulate the 
growth by cultivation. After many ex ri- 
ments and failures it was found that dee 
plowing, careful preparation of the ground, 

heavy Etilization of the ground and a mix- 
) eure of clover with the grass produce the best 
results. With good crops of grass came good 
stock, which was found to be more profitabie 
than exclusive grain raising, because it re- 
turned to the land all the more valuable fer- 
tilizing material, and did not require so 
much hard labor. It was also found 
that the plowing of grass under gave new 
strength and fertility to the soil that no 
amount of commercial fertilizers could do. All 
this was not found out and accomplished in a 
day ora year. It took years of patient expe- 
riment, and there were then as many agricult- 
ural croakers and doubling Thomases in Ohio 
as there are in Georgia now. Nor is it play to 
raise grass in Ohio today, as I shall proceed to 
show. 

When it is desired to put a field down in 
grass, the ground is deeply broken up with a 
two-horse plow in the fall, after which a_har- 
row is run over it one or more times until the 
soil is thoroughly pulverized and. leveled, the 
roller sometimes following the harrow, and 
the harrow the roller. The seed is sown later 


being carried down into 
the ground by the rains or 
melting snow. {nthe spring, after the frost 
is out of the ground, the ground is again lev- 
} eled and packed down by passing over it a 
heavy roller. If the season is favorable, a 
good stand is the result, and it is allowed to 
grow through the summer and in the fall is 
pastured, Next summer the grass is mown 
and madé into hay, and after the rains have 
started it on a second growth it is again pas- 
tured. Ifitbe purecloverthe next summer 
it is again mown for hay, and a second 
and shorter crop follows, which is allowed to 
ripen, is cut, pat in the barn, and in the win- 
ter the seed is threshed out. Clover seed isa 
valuable cron, the market price ranging from 
$5 to $8 per bushel. I know of one county in 
Ohio which in one season shipped out $100,000 
worth of clover seed. The next year the sec- 
and crop is plowed under and wheat 
sown upon it, or it is allowed to 
lay until the next spring, when it 
is cross-plowed and corn planted upon it. 
This is the record of a successful stand from 
the first; but such success is the exception 
rather than the rule, for it often requires three 
years to get a good stand. Sometimes a freez- 
ing and thawing March destroys the entire 
crop by spewing the roots outof the ground,

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Tells of a Ride He 
Took with a Texas Sheriff, 

A nmimber of the engineers who are sattend- 
ing the convention were sitting in the billiard 
oe at the Palmer house, Chicago, says the 
Mal of that city. Theconversation had taken 
areminescent turn, and Robert Heriot, of 
Little Rock, Arkansas related the following: 
“One of the most notable cases of reckless 
bravery Lever saw occured on the sunset 
rout in Texas in 1876. I was a conductor at 
that tlme and had charge of a construction 
train. Convicts did all the work, and an 
armed guard was stationed on each side of the 
tract to keep them from escaping. There was 
a big force of the Poi Bsa ie 100 if 1 re- 
member right—and about fifteen guards. 

‘Among the convicts was a Texas sheriff, 
who had been sentenced to a term of two years 
for beating a man to death with a six shooter. 
As it afterward turned ont, the sheriff was aiso 
a pretty good engineer. This sheriff and anoth- 
er convict had put up a desperate plan of 
‘escape. Some time during the morning they 
managed to pull the pin between the engine 
and the train. About noon, and at a given 
signal, they dropped their shovels and made a 
dash for the engine. They were in the cab and 
had the throttle of the engine wide open before 
a guard could fire a shot. Chumley and his 
fireman were lying on the ground under the 
shade of a tree, and the first Chumley knew 
anything was wrong was when he heard her 
exhaust. Quicker than I can tell it he was 
dashing after the engine, and before she had 
made over a turn or two he caught on behind. 
He climbed up on the tender, and, @s he hung

We 
were eighty or ninety days in making the jour- 
ney, and our mission was to construct a mili- 
tary road over that great distance into the 
mountains. We had nothing to eat but prairie 
chickens for two months. As I said before, I 
ate a bird every morning for breakfast, and 
was glad to get it. We lived on this diet until 
we crossed the North Platte river. When near 
Cheyenne we had nothing but sage hens. If 
there is anything worse than saye hens I'd like 
to see it. They smell and taste of sage brush, 
and they are as tough as mules. For several 
weeks we lived on sage hens, and didn’t get 
sick either. When we reached the Black Hills 
we changed off to mountain grouse—had them 
every day, morning, noon and night, and only 
felt ill when the supply ran out,

BILOXI BIVALVES. 
The Sucoulent Oyster in its 
Adopted Home on the Gulf 


MOBILE PLANTS AS THEY ARE GROWN 
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Ab Interesting Sketch of the Great Oyster 
Industries Along the Banke of 
the Gulf States.

Bitoxt, Miss., November 6, 1887.—[Staff 
Correspondence Constrrutrion.|—There are a 
lot of ignorant people in the world, who, 
When they hear “Mobile plants’ talked of, 
have suggested to their minds a sort of smooth 
trim green shrub, set out along nicely graded 
white walks of powdered oyster shells. 

Such folks are by no means fncommon, and 
if the truth is to be fairly told, the day was 
not far removed, when my idea of the singu- 
larly large and luscious oyster of this name 
Was as vague as the conception still entertain- 


ed in some quarters. 

* Biloxi, the great oyster port of the gulf 
coast is reached by rail or sail fifty miles 
Yown the gulf from Mobile. 

The town itself is not much to speak of, 
thonzh the people are proud of its antiquity,its 
origin being claimed to ante date that of New 
Orleans by some years. In fact an old village 
fisherman who was quafiing with an affecta- 
tion of intense delight the sulphurous water of 
the artesian well that flows steadily and boldly 
every second a stream as large as one’s arm, 
told me that Biloxi was really intended to 
have been Mobile. I had heard somewhere’s 
before a remark of a similar nature—where— 
and finally IL located it one Sunday afternoon 
at the Oconee White springs, in Hall county, 
where Parson Reynolds, an ignorant Hardshell 
of doubtful orthodoxy, made the same remark 
to a daffer young blood from Atlanta, only it 
was ‘‘you ain’ta sayin’ of nothing agin’ that 
Charley, for youns and meuns a come be- 
ing mighty nigh daddy and son, for your mam- 
my, as Hikely a wench as ever flitched water 
on a cow’s teats was powerful jn the way of 
lovin’ of one another in them days!” 

But be that as it may. 

Forty years ago there was not an oyster on 
the gulf coast anywhere near Biloxi. The 
town itself was arnde summer hamlet where 
an few New Orleans families came to spend the 
warm months of the year. Today the sound 
and coast are literally swarming with the 
bivalves, and the rude village from its humble 
origin has become a place of 2,400 souls. Man, 
woman and child in Biloxi are engaged in the 
oyster trade, the men doing the rongh work 
connected with the fishing, boating and drag- 
ging, the women and children attending to the 
opening and the canning. . : 

The gulf coast is twenty miles from Biloxi 
beach, the waters of the Mississippi sound in- 
tervening, and the land strip ship island being 
the outer shore. The Biloxi beach is covered 
with small wharves, boat houses, and piers, 
and most of the entire business of the coast is 
done here. Of course the preparations re- 
quired for even an extensive embarkation in 
the oyster trade are not yery claborate, but of 
late years establishments for the steaming of 
oysters and their canning have been erected, 
and more employees and better buildings are 
required. it is a-picturesque sight to see the 
Biloxi oyster flect in motion. The boats are 
one masted luggers, ranging from two to 
eight tons carrying capacity. When they set 
out,the row is a long one, the faster craft slow, 
ly forging into lead, all going swiftly- 
for while they mostly carry but one sail, they 
are made forall sorts of weathers and seas. 
The boat’s load when discharged will generally 
pan out from two to three hundred tubs. The 
oyster captain frequently owns the boat, con- 
trolling the two or three men forming the 
crew. Others there are who are employed in 
Various ways; in any one does the compensa- 
tion ainount to very much. The fishermen as 
arule work entirely upon their own chance of 
protit, they being entirely a distinct class froin 
the boatmen. Some of the larger fishermen 
have captains whom they supply regularly, 
having ready at stated times a certain amount 
of the eysters. it frequently so happens 
that a captain whose trade is large 
and growing has eight or a dozen fishermen 
working for him. They seil their oysters at so 
much per tub, a tub always being in shell, and 
the measure generally a flour or similar barre] 
sawed equally in two. The best class of oysters 
at the grounds bring from $1.30 to $1.50 per 
tub. Of course, the price varies according to 
the quality, but the quality is generally de- 

mdent upon a locality so far as the fisherman 
is concerned. Often the captain, on his arri- 
val at the town. sells ont his'entire cargo at 
from $1.75 to $2.25 per tub, and the price has 
been known to be higher. He makes large 
profits in other ways; for instance, rarely, if 
ever, does he give the same sizetub tothe 
dealer as he received from the tisherman, con- 
sequently in one cargo the difference in quan- 
tity may reach eight tubs, which at a fair 
profit, would realize him 312.00. 

The people are a simple minded, honest peo- 
ple. Though they sell their cargoes every day, 
and deal with any and every one, dishonesty 
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is unknown. One peculiarity of their dealing 
is that there isno ‘‘jewing down’ the price. 
A fisherman sets his price on his tubs, if the 
luggerman or captain does not care to take it, 
he says s0, and at is the end of the business, 
the tub being allowed to wait for the next 
boat. Nearly ail the people engaged in the 
trade av Biloxiand on the coast are foreigners, 
and we are so often accustomed to associate 
dishonesty and trickery with this elass. Yet 
nothing is farther from the truth. The oldest 
man in Biloxi—one who was there before the 
oysters came-—told me he had never known of 
an incident, and had only heard of but one. 
The courts have nothing to do with these men ; 
they live their simple life, and drink their 
abominable drmk with a complacency and a 
conteutment worthier a higher and a better 
calling. The fishermen live in small houses 
or sheds on land convenient to the 
fishing gronnds, and rarely leave to 
Visit the town; the lugger boat as it comes for 
its load brings them the provender that is-their 
daily fare. They drink tosome extent, but 
not intemperately, the manner of their life 
and the exposure subsequent thereto making 
thisina great measure indispensable. Aus- 
trians, Hungarians, Greeks, and Italians pre- 
dominate among them.

The product of Biloxi does not go to Mobile, 
that city being supplied by equally as tine 
erie from a place ‘higher up the coast. 
Neither does it go te New Orleans, the Creoles 
getting theirs from bayous lower down still. 
They go to the great cities of the west and 
north by thousands of barrels, and find, doubt- 
less, warm and overweening hospitality. 

So much can be written of this quaint old 
sea town thatitis a pity to close forever a 
letter from thispoint. It is waking up from 
its guif lethargy of tifty years, taking on new 
life, and by means of its magnificent water 
communications hopes some day to be famous 
for something besidesits bivalves. And it is

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Hon, Joseph Henry Lumpkin on Prohibitory 
Legislation. 


Judge Lumpkin was the first chief justice of 
Georgia. There never lived in Georgia a grander, no- 
bler orgreater man. The chief elements of his char- 
acter were benevolence, charity and religion. He 
was au eldor in the Presbyterian church and was the 

reat champion of the temperance cause in Georgia 
rom itsineipiency. About forty years ago the wri- 
ter heard him deliver 4 speech in advocacy of tem- 
rance that, for impassioned eloquence, he never 
,eard equalled. Noble man! He has gone to his 
reward, but no son of Georgia ever shed more luster 
on her name.

S. B. Hoyt’s Views. 
TI dislike personal newspaper controversies, aud 
had made up my mind that I would not reply to 
what has been publishedinreply to my card. Rut, 
upon reflection, have concluded that 1 would say a 
word or two, as my critics haye spoken ofmy card 
in so kindly a tone. 

I stand square up to the position taken in my card, 
that the city has the entire control of the retail trade 
in liquor. 

I was fully aware of the seetion of the charter al- 
luded to by my critic. But I regard that section as 
merely intended to prevent morethan $100 being 
charged for a beer license. The supreme court has 
held that whenever the power to license is con- 
ferred on a city it bas entire control of 
the question. Of course, where, as in this 
case of beer Heense, the city is Mmited, in 
the 4mount of the license fee, the city could not go 
beyond the amount. In the case “Perdue, clerk, 
etc,, vs, Ellis,” 18 Ga. , 586, the city of Griffin, was not 
expressly granted by its charter, the right to ‘‘regu- 
laic”’ the traffic, but only the right to license; and 
yet the supreme court held that this gave her the 
right to control the whole question, under the ‘‘gen- 
eral welfare’ clause of her“charter and the laws of 
the state. This position is sustained by Rothchilds 
vs. City of Darien, 69 Ga., 508; Hill vs. Mayor and 
Council of Daltan, 72 Ga., 3114; Mayson ys... City of 
Atlanta {not printed), and many ether decisions, 
which it would take too much space to even cite. 

The city of Atlanta has acted upor this principle 
as to beer licenses. Section 598 of the city code 
reads: 

‘Bee, 598. The mayor and general council may, 
in their discretion, grant or refuse license to retail 
ardent spirits, lager beer, wines, porter, or ales, in 
said city, on each application made.”’ 

The rest of the chapter is taken up with provisions 
as to how applications are made, place where the 
applicant wants to do business, oath of applicant, 
etc. 

J am informed by Mayor Cooper and others that 
it has been the uniform practice ofthe mayor and 
council to deal with app icants for beer license alone 
precisely as applicants for license to retail ardent 
spirits, Among numerous others, I find on_the city 
books, | July, 1885, two applications 
for beer license—ore of P. P. Perkins & Co., 
67 F. Harris street, and one of Charles Ban- 
ger, 66 E, Uarris. street—reported — adversely. 

This shows conclusively, to my mind, that the 
mayor and council, underthe advice oi their able 
city attorneys, hold, jas they have a right to hold, 
that they have tle same control over the beer li, 
censes that they have over other lijuor licenses 
The principle is, that where the city once gets 
jurisdiction over the question she has entire juris- 
diction. I reiterate, therefore, my opinion that the 
city has entire control of the liquor traffic, if the 
local option act is out of the way. 

Now about barrooms. 

It will be remembered that the prohis raised as 
great a cry, in the election of 1885, against barrooms 
as they are now doing. Soon after the election a 
prohibition council passed the ordinance setting up 
wine-rooms Now if beersaloons, or beer gardens, 
are barrooms, so are winerooms, and the probis 
went back on themselves by setting up the very 
things they had mede their fight against. I do not 
like to place them in that awkward dilema, and 
therefore suggest that neither becr saloons nor wine- 
rooms are barrooms, incommon parlance. But ad- 
mit they are barrooms. I: is all the same to me. 

j dislike to obtrude myself and my own history on 
the public, but inorder to be understood must do 
sO

I helped organize the first temperance society ever 
organized here, in 1845. Iwas elected secretary oi 
the society and made the first temperance speech 
ever made here, although then only seventeen yeas 
old. 1 did all I eould to get the people to sign the 
pledge. We were very successful in reforming men 
who drank too much. Iam on the same line to this 
day. Ido not think prohibition is the way to re- 
form drunkards, You cannot legislate sobriety into 
meat the point ot the law bayonet. If you want 
to reform a man you must take him 
as he is, not as you think he ought to 
be. Hon. John P. King once told me that he re- 
sided a long time in the south of France; I think he 
said two years,and while there he never saw any- 
body drink unmixed water, it all had some wine in 
it, and yet that he never saw anybody drunk. My 
old friend, D. A, Means, told me he traveled in 
Germany some time, aud everybody drank malt 
liquors, and he never saw anybody drunk. I ven- 
ture there is not a Jew family in Atlanta who has 
not liquor im it, and yet I never saw a Jew drunk, 


Now, for these many other reasons, I do believe 
that the best temperance movement that can. be 
made is to get those of our people who must drink 
fand nearly every one & ems to have a thirst in that 
direction, more or less) to drink light wines and 
malt Hquoers, instead of whisky, brandy, and other 
spirituous liquors. ‘This is my opinion after the 
most maturethought. Therefore, I think a beer 
garden, or saloon, or wine shop will do little harm, 
aid have a fepsence to break off the habit of our 
people to drink spiyituos liquors, 

As for barrooms in — I have this tosay: If 
our prohibition friends can suggest any other way 
by which liquor can be made to pay its proper share 
ofthe burdens of taxation, Iam more than willin 
to adopt it. Butas between the barrooms-—that is 
properly regulated barrooms ahd the present system 
of club rooms, blind tigers, dark alleys, jug trains 
and their concomitant evils—spies, informers, bick- 
erings, strife, divisions, enmities aud everlasting 
fuss and : 1 will choose the barrooms every tine. 

Iam nearly sixty years old, and from present in- 
dications will, if l stay here, have to spend iny RW 
remaining years in the city | love in constant tur- 
moll and strife. Ihave tried my best to think Up 
some way te-restore harmony to our distracted peo- 

le. I can only think of one, and that is the restora- 
fice, of the wholesale trade and an oe the re- 
tail trade to the mayor and council. the present 
state of things goes on prohibition will enter into- 
our élty elections anyway. Why not try it?

How the Experiment Has

WROUGHT BY PROMIBITION. 


See What They Say, and Then Deter. 
mine How You Will Vote, 


Captain Robt. J. Lowery, the prominent 
banker, says: 

“I believe Atlanta as itnow stands is a liv- 
tng lie as regards the prohibition question. I 
shonestly think that anti-prohibition should car- 
ry the day. I believe that to bring back liquor 
traffic and put iton a sound regulation basis 
will greatly help thiscity. I think that prohi- 
bition has injured Atlanta’ commercially and 
even morally. Buisness in Atlanta at present 
‘Gs fair, but without prohibition, it would in my 
judgment be much better. The effect of pro- 
hibition on real estate has been alarming. The 
other day I attended areal estate sale by Col- 
onel George W. Adair, of part of the estate 
ofthe late Benjamin E. Crane. It looked 
like Sunday. Nobody was at the sale except 
Captain Tom Langston and myself. I be- 
lieve Mr. Jim Burke did happen along later— 
two good lots which Colonel Adait said should 
thave brought $600, hadto be bid in by Captain 
Langston at $50. 

“I think that Atlanta's natural advantages 
over Birmingham, Chattanooga and Nashville 
are great, and yet those cities are ae 
her in the matter of business and general de- 
velopment. In my opinion the thing to do is 
to defeat prohibition and to restore the liquor 
traffic to Atlanta on a good regulation basis. 
This would give Atlanta a business boom. It 
would give her much revenue from the sale of 
liquor which she now loses, although liquor is 
sold here all the same. It is well known { am 
not a barroom man.” 

MR. JOHN SILVEY, 
the successful and widely known wholesale 
dry goods man, expresses the following view: 
“TJ will talk to you more freely than to any 
joung man inthe city.

“Tam ared hot anti-prohibitionist. I can- 
not say that our business has been materially 
injured by prohibition, but 
inclined to think that the fact 
we have work in the — is 
to the lack: of stronger competition. Fay & 
Eichberg, you know, left Atlanta for Savan- 
nah months ago, because of the decreased de- 
mand for architectural work, Mr. Parkins 
quit architecture and went into the contract- 
ing business for the same reason, and Mr. 
Wheeler has done little architectural work in 
this city the past year or so. So, you see, our 
firm gets some work which would most proba- 
bly have been divided between these gentle- 
nien had they still been engaged in the busi- 
ness in Atlanta. There certainly has not been 
enough work for all these gentlemen in our 
line of business. Of course, our firm does not 
depend entirely upon Atlanta work. We have 
considerable work on hand at all times for 
cities at a distance. During the past 
two years I have not drawn a_ plan 
foPa store building in Atlanta. Before prohi- 
bition we usually drew two or three plans each 
year for stores. I know a great many me- 
chenics who have left Atlantasince prohiition 
went into effect. They are now wdérking in 
Birmingham, Chattanooga and_ other places. 
They left here because they could not get 
work, I have letters from a number of them 
who propose to return to the city if prohibition 
shall he defeated at the ensuing election. 
They like Atlanta and prefer to work here at 
smaller wage 
good pay—but as there was no work for them 
to do they had to leave the place. Prohibition 
does not prohibit in Atlanta. There are sixty 
workmen engaged on Trader’s 
bank. _— building now being . erected 
with money which came from 4a 
distance. The pay day for these men was Sat- 
urday. They would get their money and send 
to Griffin for jugs of liquor. Monday morning

and we could never get the whole force down 
to work before Wednesday or Thursday of the 
week.

I am in favor of restoring the liquor traffic to 
Atlanta and regulating it on a business basis. 
Reeulation and revenue to the city, I think. is 
better than prohibition and more drank- 
enness, with no revenue for the 
city from the sale. If Atlanta goes 
wet, I believe that next spring she will have 
the biggest beom in her history.” 

ALDERMAN JOHN R. GRAMLING, 

of the firm of Gramling & Spaiding, ex- 
tensive wholesale shoe dealers, is one 
of the foremost financierg and business 
men of the. state. He makes the 
following powerful points in that fair, solid 
and conservative style for which he is so justly 
noted: 

‘“T have no prejudice whatever in this matter. 
I believe that prohibition has injured Atlanta 
both financially and morally. I think that its 
effect upon real estate has been very bad. In 
fact, there is no active demand for real estate 
in Atlanta. .Men like Joseph E. Brown, 
Thomas Healey, Rhode Hill and others 
who formerly invested theircapital in building 
here have stopped doing so.

MR. JAMES LYNCH, 

One of the largest proper? holders in Atlanta, 
has this to say of the eifects of prohibition on the 


city : 

‘Prohibition has proved to be a bad thing for 
Atlanta. Ihave always been opposed to it, 
and shall fight it thistime. I think this fanat- 
ical law has hurt all the interests of Atlanta— 
moral, financial, commercial, and real estate. 

‘Prohibition does not prohibit in Atlanta, 
It never will prohibit in Atlanta, surrounded 
as she is with wet towns on every side, which 
send jugs daily to our people, “The drinking 
is now done in their rooms by ovr young men, 
and in their houses by the peopie. They get 
more of it, and they drink mor of it, and many 
men and boys now : who never 
drank before. It. is «human nature 
for a man to Want what you 
say he shall not have. Tella child that it 
shall not have a particular thing, and it will 
cry for that very thing. 

‘Eye you know wanted the forbidden fruit, 
beeause it was forbidden, and we all have in 
us a good deal of old mother Eve. 

“ITamin favor of yoting back the liquor 
triffic, and regulating it on a sound business 
basis, although Tam nota high license man. 
I would favor the placing of saloons in the 
center of the city, where the police can keep 
an eye on them, and fixing the license at S50v, 
That, I think, is enough to compel the deal- 
ers sosell pure liquor. The city would derive 
a revenue from the sale, and the necessity for 

rutting fictitious values upen property would 
be atanend. These increased assessments ate 
made to make up the revenue = which 
the city formerly got from thé sale of liquor. 
They are ruinous to the property holders and 
to the city. : 

“T am sorry that I put up those brick build- 
ings on Decatur street. Prohibition has go in- 
jured the city that the rent which [ get for 
them will hardly, pay the taxes. .Those four 
stores ought to bring $100 a month-easy, and 
would bring it but for this law. My invest- 
ment there does not pay two and a half per 
cent. I have long since ceased te invest my 
money in Atlanta real estate and houses, but I 
invested $40,000 the other day tn bonds outside 
of the city. But for the effect of this prohibi- 
tion law I would have invested that sum with 
$50,000 added to it in Atlanta. What i# the

tt takes all sorts of things to make a city, 
and no place of this size chn prosper and grow 
under a pronibition law. I think that if At- 
lanta goes wet by a good majority the liquor 
traftic will be brought back here under proper 
regulation, and that there will be a chance to 
solve this question in the interest of the whole 
city. But I think that even then it will 
take some time to restore harmony to this peo- 
ple now torn asunder by this agitation. 

The thing to do is to put a stop to these elec- 
tions—to quiet this agitation. tlanta was as 
near a paradise as it is possible for a city to be 
before this agitation. Since it began, she has 
been in a constant state of discord. Before, all 
of us pulled together for the good of the city 
like a big family. Since, everybody seemed to 
have been pulling against everybody else, and 
the results are seen in the terrible depression 
of business, the dullness of real estate, the fail- 
ure to invest in factories, the withholding from 
circulation of capital and the bad state of 
the morals of the town. So bad has been the 
effect upon trading in real estate that [ know 
of many men who are absolutely stinting 
their families in the effort to pay the interest 
on notes which but for prohibition they would 
be able to take up. 

If the dry ticket wins I think it, will lead to 
a worse state of affairs. The turmoil and 
strife would be kept up, and I honestly think 
that men, maddened by closer encroachments 
upon their freedom, would engage in_ riots. 
The factions are almost fighting mad now. 
This bitterness much longer 
tinned is sure .to find vent in _per- 
sonal collision and bloodshed. Some of 
the more extreme prehibitionists say that 
money has nothing todo with the question; 
but they don’t tellus how people are to live 
and how a city can exist without finances and 
business. Is it right that a whole city should 
be bankrupted to save a few drunkards, when 
under the operation of this law we see as much 
or more drunkenness than wé saw before its 
enactment ? 

The defeat of prohibition will bring revenue 
to the city, by regulation of the liquor tratfiic, 
where the city gets nothing now, though free 
liguor is drank here justthe same. It will 
also revive business, tend to restore harmony 
and put Atlanta in. the line of rapid 
growth now enjoyed by Birmingham, 
Chattanooga, Nashville, and other places, who 
are far behind her in nitural advantages, but 
now leading her in material advancement, be- 
cause they are not cursed with this prohibition 
business.”’ 

MR. J. A. LE SUEUR, 
a prominent contractor of this city, has the 
following points to make: 

“Last year I had but little work at all, and 
the most of that was outside of Atlanta. I, 
for lack of work, had to let my best hands go. 

Mr. Hiram W. Graves, one of my best fore- 
men, went to Eleo, S.C. He took four others 
with him. These were all good mechanics. 

I sent four or five to Cartersyille, and some 
had to look out for themselves.

t, when itis needed!!!’ Taatis. you doctors and | 
druggists must evade, dodge and break the law, in 
the cause of ‘suffering humanity.” This in fact has 
been, and is tLe result of this “great reform’ cru- 
sade, juaugurated by these “‘moral reformers,"’ who 
are now in danger of being denominated ‘‘flop- 
eared hounds’’ by one of their Own accomplished 
mud-flingers of the clerical profession, in thus 
coniessing at last that whisky is indispensable! 
This admission must be very gratifying to the thirty 
or more doctors who, two years ago, claimed this as 
@ ‘‘fact,”’ and made an empHMatic protest against the 
medical aspects of thislaw. These med.cal men, 
influenced simply by their convictions of duty to 
the weak and s:ck, especially the sick poor, of the 
city, and unmindful of their personal interesis as 
aticeted by the prejudice and passions of that heat- 
ed period, made a brave stand for medical truth 
and the rights cf their profisiion, which latter were 
torn from them. We are pleased to see these gentle- 
men now vindicated by the “facts-’’ We are aware 
that a few, very few. doctors, (apparently losing 
their judgment through emotional excitement), ad- 
vocated the “pure aleohol”’ theory, in tle publie 
press, but nowhere else, fortunately for the stornachs 
| Of unhappy patients! These gentlemen were too 
| good practitioners to apply in cool moments, the 
| theories of a heated imagination, and used good old 
whisky, as the writer was bappy to observe, when 
having the honor to meet some of them in consulta- 
tion. Dulig the past season, there were unfortun- 
ately an unusual number of typhoid fever cases in 
our city, which we are rather inelinei to 
think, opened the eyes of the  pubiie, 
to __ the impertance attached by the 
medical profession, to this agent whisky, in the 
management of such cases, without regard to pre- 
Vious utterances or theories. We could here invoke 
the experience of a distinguished leader of probibi- 
tion, in his experience with typhoid fever in his 
family lastsummer The general use of whiskyin 
nearly all conditions of dep-ession of the system by 
diseases, such as typhoid iever, pneumonia, dyph- 
theria, constun ption, convalescence from a host of 
others; in surgical injuries and allied conditions, 
characterized by a failing heart and general prostra- 
tion, all of. these iils, or some  0of 
them, the publie have had considerable opportunity 
of observinz,and of drawing their own conclusions, 
during the two yearsin which the prohibition law 
That they have formed 


be eyineed by this last declaration of the prohibi- 
tion party, which would appear to have been 
yielded reluciantly to the demand of an enlightened 
public sentiment. Whether this scheme of Ucensed 
‘“dispensarics,’’ and ‘“‘listed doctors,’’ is a practica- 
ble and satisfactory solution of the question, «fF 
not, we greatly doubt. Admitting that it is practi 
cable, we still further doubt, that an article in such 
common use as whisky,will besuriendered intothe 
Priel parca of doctors (or any other class) to be 
dealt outby them to men, who consider themselves 
competent todecide when they need a stimulant, 
without going to the touble and extra expense of 
invoking the opinion and securing the gracious per- 
mission of a ‘“‘li:t:d’’ orany other kind of a doctor. 
This placing of an article so genefflly used as 
whisky, within the absolute control of doctors, 
or any. other “privileged class,” is certainly 
un-American and contrary to the traditions of a 
liberty :oving people! Of course this confidence 
displayed ia the medical profession, is most com- 
plimentary, and grateful to our  feel- 
ings, We feel already a genial 
twin¢e of ‘‘nobility”’ (after the order of the “effete 
aristocracy of Europe’); but then comes a painful 
doubt, as to whether or not we will bea “listed” 
doctor, and inthis connection we would like to 
know further, what quahfication will entitle a doc- 
tor to be “listed?”"* Is it to bea “brevet,”’. for pro- 
hibition sentiments he may po:sess? (If this is the 
qualification the Whisky may run short!) Well,

George Hillyer was elected mayor, there were 
one hundred and thirty barrooms in Atlanta.

This ordinance 
shut out forty barrooms, which were the worst 
in the city. I drew the bill fixing the license on 
saloons at $1,500, the saloons to be located on 
business streets—not in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of residences or churches. This 
bill amended the charter, and I think was a 
good measure, and sincerely hoped that it 
would satisfy both factions, and lead to a set- 
tlement of this vexed question. As you kuow, 
through the influence of our extreme local 

rohibitiouists this bill was killed in the late 
egisiature. 

The prohibitionists have been making quite 
a blow about the technological school, and the 
new building fof the] girl's Bhigh school.

BENATOR JOSEPH KE. BROWN. 

The writer was sent this morning to inter- 
view Governor Brown ofi the subject of the 
present prohibition campaign, and in reference 
to his efforts to build up the city, ete. The 
governor refused to be interviewed, stating 
that he had taken no active part in either the 
former campaign or the present one, that his 
health was not very good, and as he had to go 
to Washington in about three weeks, and had 
a very great press of business on his hands in 
the meantime, that he had no time to enter 
into the campaign. He stated that he voted 
an open ticket against prohibition two years 
ago, that he had no doubt then that he did 
right, and has no doubt of itnow. That if he 
lives, he will vote the same way at the coming 
election. ‘That the two years’ experience 
through: which the pesene of At- 
lanta have passed as more than 
ever convineed him that he did right. 
He was asked whether he did hot in the past, 
spend a great deal of money in Atlanta bnild- 
ing up and improving real estate. Governor 

srown replied, thathe had. The writer asked 
him if he had put up any buildings in the last 
two years in Atlanta. lie replied, that he had 
not. When asked his reason he said, ‘‘As most 
of the people in Atlanta know, for a number 
of years past, when I bad the means at com- 
mand, I purchased real estate near the center 
of: the city and erected good buildings upon it. 
I did it because I thought it was a profitable 
and paying investment, and because I was 
anxious to aid in building up the city of my 
home.’”’ 

“Why have you not continued to build with- 
in the last two years ?”’ 

‘‘For the simple reason that taxes have been 
higher on real estate in Atlanta as a general 
rule and rents have been lower, while a great 
many storehouses have stood empty for want 
of tenants; and after looking into the question, 
T concluded I could invest my money in other 
securities where it would yield me a more 
profitable return. Other things being equal I 
would much prefer to put it in Atlanta real 
estate.” 

The writer then commenced toask questions 
about details, when Governor Brown said, ‘‘as 
I have already told you, I do not propose to 
submit to an interview, or to go into details 
abont the election ; or about the effect of pro- 
hibition upon Atlanta. I am fully satisfied 
that prohibition has not improved the moral, 
religious, or financial condition of the city, or 
increased the penpee’s of the city, or the pros- 
perity of its people, while it has created divi- 
sions and engendered strifes that have done 
great harm. It has not been enforced and no 
such law can be enforced, I shall therefore 
vote in accordance with my convictions, and I 
have uothing further to say on the subject.’’

' New Yorx, November 12.—New York 
_ brethren of the executed Chicago anarchists 


held various meetings in their private halls to- | 


| night to let out their pent-up wrath over the 
death of their Chicago friends. One of the 
| meetings was to have taken place in Florence 
| hall on Second avenue. Cabinet Maker’s union 
No. lhad engaged the hall for the ostensible 
| purpose of a ball. Early in the evening the 
| true character of the programme became plain, 
| when a committee arrived with five plain col- 
| fins and proceeded to decorate the hall as for a 
| funeral. They were to hold a wake over 
| representations of the biers of the bodies 
which lay in Chicago. *'The owner of the hall 
became alarmed and notified the police. He 
had let the hall for a ball and was unwilling to 
have it used for the purpose now intended. 
Captain McCullough soon appeared on the 
scene with fifty officers, retaining a reserve at 
a station house near at hand to be used in case 
of emergency. He stopped the arrangements 
summarily. 

A crowd of 250 men, women and children 
crowded around the entrance of the hall and 
clamored for admittance.. They became noisy 
and abusive. The captain found it necessary 
to knock one anarchist down, when he protest- 
ed too violently against the alleged outrage.

‘THE DOCTORS INFORM HIS FAMILY 


The Emperor Deeply Affected—The Em- 
press Sick—The Dingnosi«—Dr. 
Mackenzie Censured.

BEruin, November 12.—[Copyright 1887 by 
New York Associated Press.|—The first dire 
news 
Berlin till towards evening. On the bourse 
business was oyer. Some evening papers had 
congratulatory articles on the improving pros- 
pects ofthe crown prince, when suddenly 
semi-official reports were permitted to trans- 
pire that yesterday evening's adyices were 
false news. These reports created general 
consternation. The early announcements were 
vaguely put to the effect’ that the malady had 
been found to be of a cancerous nature, and 
that with regard tothe furthertreatment of 
the crown prince no trustwerthy information 
could be obtained until a verbal! report was se- 
cured frém Dr. Schmidt, who went to San 
Remo at the command of the emperor. Noth- 
ing was said about the chances of recovery or 
the condition of the patient, but the official ad- 
mission was enough to 

CONFIRM THE WORST FEARS 
in the public mind concerning the crown 
prince’s fate. Later it became known that 
Professor Bergman had not lectured at the 
university, being engaged in consultation on 
the expediency of performing another opera 
tion, and that Drs. Schroeter and Wraus were 
in favor of immediate tracheotomy, while 
Drs. Schretzer and Mackenzie were opposed 
to it. Atlast a decisive examination was made 
yesterday morning, which resulted in the doc- 
tors unanimously declaring that 

RADICAL CURE WAS IMPOSSIALF, 

the only difference of opinion being as to how 
long the crown prince’s life could be prolonged. 
‘The crown prince heard part of the discussion 
between the doctors. He showed great self- 
possession when told that his recovery was very 
uncertain, and retired to meet the princess. 
He afterwards sent a long dispatch to the em- 
peror, and then, recalling the doctors, he told 
them that he placed himself in their hands. 
Dr. Mackenzie 

COMMUNICATED THE RESULT 
of the examination to Prince William, who 
seemed to be more affected by the dreadful 
news than the father had been. Dr. Schmidt, 
who will personally read the report of the doc- 
tors to the emperor tomorrow, shares Dr. 
Mackenzie’syopposition to an immediate oper- 
tion. Hisrelations with the emperor, therefore, 
will undoubtedly influence the family decision. 
Prince William returns to Berlin tomorrow. 

THE TRAATMENT OF CANCER. 

The confirmation of the statement that the 
crown] prince is afflicted with cancer, has re- 
vived interest in the methods attempted for 
the extirpation of the disease, The National 
Zeitung, in an article bearing the siamp of 
authority, says: Despite the malignant nature 
of the cancer, the larynx operation is now fre- 
quently successful. The mostfamous German 
operator? are Dr. Hahn, of Freidricksham 
hospital, Berlin, and Dr, Bergmann, who re- 
cently performed five operations, and in every 
case the patient rapidly recovered. Even the 
extirpation of the whole of the larynx has 
been effected with complete success. A gen- 
tleman vamed Puner, residing in Prayne, has 
sent letters to the newspapers statiig that 
Professor Gussenbaum, of Heidleberg, removed 
the whole of his larynx in 1880, since when he 
has enjoyed excellent health. 

DR. MCKENZIE TO BE BOUNCED. 

Whatever is done with the crown prince, 
the feeling inthe highest quarters is against 
further reliance npon Dr. Mackenzie. It will 
be unavailing and poignant source of regret 
to all Germany that while German specialists 
diagonized the cancerous character of the 


| growth atthe outset of the princes’ illness, 


the treatment of the case was committed to 
Dr. Mackenzie. Thé opinions of Professor 
Tobold, Fraenkel and others, published in the 
spring, are recalled as proof of the accuracy 
of the German specialists. 

@ PROFESSOR TOBOLD’S WRITTEN OPINION 

is now of historic interest. He declared that 
the removal of the first growth from the crown 
prince’s throat with the forceps by Dr. Mac- 
kenzie’s méthod, provoked a vigorous recur- 
rence of the humor. After the fourth consul- 
tation on the crown prince’s.case, Professor 
Tobold wrote: ‘I hold that the quite danger- 
less process of laryngo fissure is the fittest 
mode of completely doing away with the 
gcrowth, enabling sureness and absolute exact- 
ness in'excise of the diseased part, and the de-

The oniy eminent defender of 
Dr. Mackenzie is Professor Vertoil, of Munich. 
He maintains that Mackenzie did not select 
the wrong treatment; that he continued that 
begun under Bergmann and Gerhardt, and 
that an operation in the spring would have 
been utterly useless. 
THE OPINIONS OF THE PHYSICIANS. 

The following semi-official summary of the 
opinions of the physicians in attendance at 
San Remoisissued tonight: Dr. Schroeter 
holds that the new growth below the vocal 


' chords is cancerous, and advises the complete 


cutting out of the whole larynx. He claims 
that an immediate operation would be very 
dangerous, but sayshe would consent to a 
postponement, as in the meantime the malady 
can be combatted by tracheotomy. Dr. Schre- 
ter is convinced that the life of the crown 
prince might be preserved by the total excision 
of the larynx. Although the operation is very 
dangerous, and ite effect uncertain, it might 
be attended with good results. An excision 
from the windpipe, he maintains, would only 


| defer death a few years. 


Dr. Krouse states that the new swelling pre- 
vents him from expressing a decisive opinion. 
The affection appears to be cancerous, but he 
opposesthe complete excision of the larynx, 
and advocates tracheotomy only. 

Dr. Mackenzie considers the growth to be 
cancerous, and advises that small piece of it 
be extracted for submission to analysis by Pro- 
fessor Vichow, on whose report the final decis- 
ion of the physicians should be based. 

THE EMPEROR AFFECTED. 

The emperor is naturally much affected by 
the serious nature of the crown prince’s illness, 
but the rumors that he has had a relapse, 
threatening death, are untrue. He has ap- 


peared daily at the palace windows at the time”

THE SUPREME COURT. 
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A Number of Decisions Rendered Yester- 


ay. 

The supreme court met at 2:30 p.m., and 
rendered several decisions, 

In the case of McNally vs. Mulherin & Co., 
from Augusta, Justice Blandford held that a 
man to obtain a homestead must have ciean 
hands. He must not hold anything back. 
MeNally, it was claimed, had $800 or $900 
which he retained to pay lawyer’s fees, expen- 
ses, etc. This was held to be not such a full 
and fair disclosure to the creditors as the law 
contemplated. The judgment of the court be- 
low was affirmed. 

L. Levison & Co., of Augusta, sued Phillip 
Epstein in the city court of Augusta on two 
notes, the aggregate of the amount sued on 
being over $2,000. The plaintiffs moved to 
consolidate their suits, and the court reftised 
to grant the motion on the’ ground that it 
would remove it out of their jurisdiction. The 
supreme court held that Judge Eve was right. 
This case disclosed a singular fact. The act 
amending the act creating the city court of 
Augusta, as printed in the public acts, gave 
the court jurisdiction in the sum of $5,000, 
while the enrolled act makes it only 2,000. 
The supreme court held that the enrolled act 
was their guide, as it would not do to let the 
state printer pass laws. 

The issue at stake in the case of Moore, ex- 
ecutrix, vs. Mrs. Dutson, from Augusta, was a 
brindle Gow and two calves.worth $100. Mrs. 
Dutson claimed that the cow returned her 
$4.20 per week. The jury awarded her $75.00, 
and the supreme court said the judgment was 
rignt. 

Vest was convicted in McDuffie superior 
court and recommended to mercy. His coun- 
sel thought the verdict was illegal on this 
ground, and because one of the jurors express- 
ed an opinion that he ought to be hanged. The 
court declined to set aside the verdict, holding 
that under the act of 1875 a recommendation 
to mercy was equivalent to a recommendation 
to imprison for life, and that a juror express- 
ing an opinion ‘not from seeing the crime 
committed or hearing any part of the evidence 
on oath’’ was not disqualified from serving on 
the jury.

Judge Hoyt cannot deny that the state code de- 
fines retailing as sellingin less quantity than a 
quart, and that thge cGounty commissioners 
have power to issue licenses for gales of one quart 
and upwards. 

They always did tgs. Tasome cases when the 
city count¢il refused barroom licences, the county 
commissioners granted the quart licenses to the 
sime applicant forthe same place, and according 
to the Beiser decision he could allow drinking in 
the house, if he sola by the quart and could fur- 
jish tablés, glasses ane appliances as Beiser did, 

his was the principle on which the Kimball 
House bar, the Big Ronanza,and the others claimed 
the right to sell by thequart and allow drinking in 
their houses in July, 1886, And if theirlicenses had 
been valid they would haye been right. 

The licenses were heldyoid,not for want of author- 
itysin the egmmissionets to {issue them, but because 
they were irregularly issued. 

The state law gives the authority to grant these 
guart licenses to the county commissioners. 

The city charter gives the council the right to reg- 
ulate (only) the retail of liquors. 

Cah a city ordinance which undertakes’ by virtue 
of the general welfare clause of the charter, to take 
away the anthority of the county commissioners 
succeed? Every lawyer knows the contrary to be 
true, and the practice bas always been otherwise.

The Liquor Party Changing Its Base, 
The liberty liquor party is in full retreat. 
They have been driven from one position to an- 

other so rapidly of late that the close observer of 
their movements thinks of Bull Run. 

Look at their several positions. 

A few years ago when the Young Men's Library 
was opened on Decatur street and a:k-d to have 
the barrooms in its immediate front closed on the 
expiration of their licenses, to make the locality 
quict and decent enough for ladies to pass throngh, 
the petition was denied on the ground that the 
library paid no revenue to the city government, 
while the barrooms paid $300 éach per annum. 

Just before Dr. W. D. Mitchell’sdeath he resisted an 
application for a bar-room Heense on Peters street, 
very near to five new residences he owned on that 
street. The license was granted on the idea 
that, residences or no residences, Peters was a busi- 
ness sireet. The dovior was in council at the time, 
too; but even a councilman had no rights of prop- 
erty or comfort which the liquor traffic was bound 
to respect. 

before the close of that year J. C. Fuller petitioned 
against the granting of a bar-room license in front 
of bis residence on the same street. His petition 
was denied, the license was granted, and when pro- 
hibition was yoted it closed the sulcon, which was 
a resort for the very lowest classes, male and female. 

The same year.a colored church in toe fourth 
ward only succeeded in preventing the grant of a 
renewal license to a saloon very near it by attend- 
ing the council in a body to protest aguinst it. 

The police committee had reported the applica- 
tion for license favorably. Of course the church 
paid no revenue. 

The same year a leading liquor merchant was 
made poiice commissiouer, and in course of time 
the police force was revised. 

When the first citizens’ ticket was formed, and ff 
became necessary toadd two eandidates for alder- 
man, a leading liquor dealer was round about there, 
and the two candideter were satisfactory to him. 
The people revised the citizens’ ticket a little and 
improved it. 

During the eitizens’ ti-ke5 administration, by the 
mayor's casting vote, the license was raised from 
$300 to $500, but the Liquor Dealers’ association re- 
sisted the increase by petition and attorney. In 
L885 the manager of the liquor campaign for liberty 
claimed that prohibition would ruin the city by de- 
ereasing values, rents, volume of business, popula- 
tion, wages, ete., and especially by depriving the 
city government of necessary revenues, 

‘ihe reyenues came from the barrooms, They were 
for reasonable license on the idea of regulation and 
revenue, but opposed high license and prohibition, 
the first as a monopoly and the last as fanatical. 

When the election was over they became the open 
apologists of law breakers, and set about prevent 
ing the enforcement of the new law by organizing 
the people opposed to its adoption; publicly at first 
andona published platform, but a little later se- 
cretly and on a platform known only to the inittl- 
ated. 

They still said the law was all wrong and must be 
repealed in whole and forever. 

But notice. 

November was coming on, the legislature was in 
session, and something must be done, 

The 1,£00 feet from the carshed idea oceurred to 
some good citizens who thought a little liquor in 
the Kimball, the Markham and Weinmeitser’s 
would help things, and this plan was offered for 
adoption by the council. 

Certain other citizens said that’s a good plan, but 
will bear stretching and so half mile limits were 
proposed. 

Folks who wanted to stretch ati!l more said we'd 
like to yote on this thing. 

The legislature saved them the trouble “by a con- 
stitutional majority.’’ 

THEN CAME '‘THE PLATFORM,” 

‘*Business portions of business stree’s, restriction, 
regulation, license highenough to please everybody 
and low eneugh to hurt nobedy,” ‘“‘city prosperous 
and orderly,’”’ ‘‘pledge ourselves and our posterity to 
make it work” and the like. 

This meant bar rooms, of course, but they didn’t 
like it when the fact was suggested and liked it less 
and less as they began to hear from the people. 

One other thing: Wheh the Garrett ordinance 
was offered for adoption, they declared that the city 
had no jurisdiction, the state law covered the sub- 
ject, “andj the = city had no right to interfere, 

But now: 

They deny that they want barroms, and say the 
city has full jurisdiction over the whole shbjeet, and 
that they only ,want a little sold at wholesale oc- 
caaldnaliy to supply the demand of the people for 
medicincal liquor aud of the churches for sacra- 
mental wines, 

At least Judge Hoyt’s cards which they keep 
standiug mean that, or else are printed to try to de- 
ecive the people : 

Now hasn’t prohibition worked. wonders. It has 
made them go back on the dear departed barrooms 
aud also taught them the value of prayer, and they 
will have it ifthey have to send to Thomasville 
after it. 

Then, 150 barrooms, haughty and defiant. 

Now, please let us have a Little at wholesale for 
medicine and sacrament, 

Then down with political preachers ! 

Now, according to Major Mims, ‘‘I do like even 
the prohibition preachers better than the aforesaid 
devils;’’ and, according to Candidate Cochran, ‘‘a 
preacher has all the rights ofany other citizen to 
speak and vote on public questions.” 

Be honest now, gentiemen, and say if you don’t 
want at least one litile lfberty barroom somewhere 
near the car-shed.
